Increased Assistance 


It is becoming increasingly -obviousy to the 
American citizen that the war in Europe is just 
‘ag much thelr war as it Is the:war of the Allies. 
‘What Is at stake is not merely the British, 
Dutch and Belgian empires, but the vital prin- 
elple of freedom—whether mankind shall con- 
Hinue on the road of progress and civilization or 
[whether™ he shall be lifted spiritually. ar 
physically back to the era of the Middle Aes. 
Tt fs signifteant that dwo of the key‘men in the 
‘American administration have denounced the 
‘Neutrality Act during the last few days, while 
President Roosevelt's letter to the head of the 
US, Maritime Commission, Rear-Admiral Emory 
'S, Land, made his views on the matter quite 
clear, In'the summaries which have so far been 
cabled {0 Shanghal, the President made, no 
mention of the Neutrality Act, but he declared 
tbat, United States vessels “wil carry through 
the ‘seven seas implements of war which will 
help to destroy the menace to free people every- 
Wwhere.”. This statement would appear to mean 
that the President believes that the usefulness 
‘of the Neutrality Act, which forbids the use of 
belligerent seas’ to United States ships, hos 
‘ceased to exist, and that it iy time that fresh 
‘easurcs were undertaken. Sald the President: 
‘It we are going to keep-away from our shores 
‘he forcey which have convulsed the Old World

It has 
been emy many times that this ig a war 
‘of weapons. The Nazis gained several years 
start in thelr preparations and are therefore 
much better prepared with weapony than are 
the Allies, who pinned thelr faith up to almost 
the last moment in.peace. It is therefore the 
‘duty of those nations who beliove in the ideals 
for which the Allies are fighting to -exert. thelr 
utmost efforts ‘to see that the’ advantage the 
‘Nazis possesy 1s‘quickly nullifled. This ‘is being 
done, buf with the Nazis intensifying their 
campaign against convoys, through ‘the U-boat, 
the surface raider, and the bomber, there is a 
‘great amount of ‘effort going to waste. This 
‘should not and will not be allowed to continue, 
if the utterances of the leading statesmen of 
‘America can be believed. The cause of the Allies 
‘and that of the Western Hemisphere is a com- 
mon one, If the Allies are forced to submit to 
Hitler's “new order"—of which there is little 
chance at present—then it will very quickly be 
the turn of the Western Hemisphere to meet the 
challenge. One of the greatest disintegrating 
forces the’ world has ever seen, Nazism, can- 
not stop, once it has begun to| move until it 
hos overrun the whole world. The overthrow 
of Naziism is just ag important for the nations 
which have sp far been only indirectly affected, 
‘as It is for those who are now engaged:in the 
life and death struggle. This fact is appreciated 
in high American circles, and action can ac 
cordingly be confidently expected. 


































Strengthening The Navy 


No matter what may happen in the near and 
middie East, the vital area of this war at, the 
Joresent moment remains around ‘Britain, ‘This 
Jans been emphasized and re-emphasized time 
Jand again by statesmen who see the danger of 
ithe attention of the British public being dis- 
tracted from what, after all, is the major 
iproblem—the defence of Britain and victory in 
ithe Battle of the Atlantic. ‘The fighting which 
is going on in other parts of the world is, of 
Jcourse, important, but most of it, like the’ air 
finvasién of Crote’going-on just now, Is a dress 
rehearsal for something much greater, much 
Jmore terrible, for which both sides are pre- 
paring in the future, The Battle of the 
[Atlantic will probably continue so long as the 
fwar lasts, since if worsted in the efforts to 
lprevent supplies from reaching Britain, the 
[Germans are not likely to abandon their at- 
ltempts to make the supply routes~as dificult 
Jand as dangerous as possible. To mect this 
threat British: shipbuilding yards have been 
lstraining their resources. to the utmost in 
building up the strength of the Royal Navy. 
|At least two, probably more, of the five great

Ibeen commissioned, while last year twelve new 
lerwsers and more ‘than twenty destroyers were 
leompleted and are now doing thelr bit, Five 
lof the new erulsers are of 8,000. tons class, and 
fare reported to be armed with guns of a’new 
type of 525 inch calibre. ‘These new. guns, 
though lighter than the ones formerly used) 
aré reputed to be just as effective and are one 
result, of the long experimentation by. naval 
Jexperts which was forced on the Royal Navy 
by’ the limitation in the displacement of ships 
which followed the Washington and London 
Naval Agreements, ‘The same thing applies to 
the fourteen inch guns which” have. -been 
mounted on the new: King Georje V 
Battleships. They aresald to be ay effective ox 
the old sixteen inch gun, The saving of welght, 
‘without loss of efficiency, in these newly design: 
fed guns, is important In many ways. For exam- 
ple, the substitution of a twelve inch gun for a 
fourteen inch gun ina modern ship saves about 
240° tong welght; and approximately the same 
amount'in the magazines, owing to the lighter 
‘shells, This saving can either be utilized! to in- 
crease the speed of the ships, or in strengthen. 
fing the armour. In cither eave it is extremely 
Valuable, ‘The newest destroyers which have 
been added to the flect are of 004 tons displace 
ment, which Je about halt the size of recent 
British craft. They ate considered to be quite 
big enough for the, purpose for which they are 
intended, and designers recall that all the des. 
troyers which ‘were engaged in the Battle of 
Jutland in the last war were also 200 ton craft, 
‘and acquitted themselves well. Already two of 
these new destroyers, the Exmoor and ~ the 
Holdetness, have won’ fame for’ themselves in 
battles with enemy aireratt. ‘These ships are 
being built in large numbers and it is expected 
that ‘before long many of them will be doing 
duty in ensuring that the Germans lose the 
Battle of the Atlantic. In addition, yards in 
Canada as well as Britain are turning out 
numbers of the new Corvettes; which are 
Specially designed for convoy work. While in 
Australia there are under construction & num. 
ber of escort vessels—in reality, light destroy. 
ere—which should. soon also be contributing 
their share in’ foiling the Nazi efforts, AML in 
all there Js every. reason to remain confident 
that Britain will’ master the German threat -at 
‘sea before many months are out, 





World’s Record Throw 


A great deal of nonsense is coming out from 
the Iraqi wireless service from Baghdad. Ac- 
cording to announcements from this quarter 
there have been invasions of ‘Trans-Jordania— 
which ‘TransJordania atthe moment knows 
nothing about—and, of course,.terrifle slaughter 
inflicted upon the British forces in Iraq, about 
which the British forces must read with inter- 
est and wonder where the slaughter could pos- 
sibly have occurred. Long before the war, and 
long before the coup by Raschid AU, the strang- 
fest reports were emanating from wireless 
stations alleged to be under Arab or Iraqi con- 
{rol. They were all false, and were so obviously 
“phoney” that not even the Araby believed 
‘them—and the Arabs are a ctedvlous race, One 
of the best which has come out concerning the 
Aghling jn Iraq to date was the D.N.B. (official 
German news agency) report, from Damascus 
‘on the alleged battle for the Habbaniyah aero- 
Grome. ‘There ig no battle going on. for. this 
acrodrome, which is safely In British ands, 
‘There have been certain aerial attacks on the 
aerodrome, tt is true, But the Tragis have been 
riven 50 far from ‘the aerodrome’ itself, that 
all talk of fighting in its immediate neighbour- 
hood may ‘be discounted. This is what the 
DNB, said: 


‘An Traq vanguard has infleted heavy tosses 
on British forees in the vicinity: of Habbaniyah. 
‘The battle is continuing. British corpses were 
fiirewn into. the. sea and! hundreds of wounded 
have been sent to" India. 











‘The question arises: inlo which sea were the 
British corpses thrown? ‘The Habbaniyah acro- 
drome is sixty miley from Baghdad. Baghdad is 
8 considerable distance from any sea. Tt Js ap- 
proximately 575 miles from the Mediterrancan, 
fg the crow files. It is about 325 miles from the 
Persian Gulf, if the crow flies conseientlously 
from point t6 point and does not stop off here 
‘and there for a snack off something or. other. 
‘And itis at least 450 miles from the Caspian 
Sea, It therefore follows that, if D.N.B. is to 
bebelleved, there iz going to be some pretty good 
throwing on the part of those who are’ going 
to throw the corpsed of men slain at Habbanyiah 
into any sea whatever. D.N.B. Is not to bo" 
believed, however. Thig agency, in, addition’ to 
throwing corpses anything from 575 miley {6 
825 miles, has been engagingly naive about the 
number Of planes which the German have 
fown through Syrie, At frst it wag claimed that: 
only fifty planes had passed through the French 
mandated territory, and that the only ones 
‘which had landed there were those which were 
forced to do so for various mechanical reasons. 
Yet in the next breath, the agency. deseribes 
ralds in force upon British stations’ in Iraq— 
raidg which could not possibly have been made 
by fifty planes, It is obvious that there ly some 
thing radically wrong with thie agency. some- 
where. It may be that it is following the dle- 
tum laid down by Goebbels that the big lle will 
be believed when the small one will be doubted, 
and that therefore the bigger the lie the better. 
But if the lie entails the throwing of corpses, 
feven of the lightest men, a matter of several 
hundred miley, the agency might be better ad: 

vised to leave’ that sort of lie severely alone 
at Teast for the time being.

- ATTACK ON CRETE

While there appears 16 be a difference of| 
opinion” between the various news: agencies 
fas {0 whether the Germans have landed 
division in Crete by air, or only 1,500 men, 
the probabilities are that the fatter figure 
is correct. To send’ a whole division by 
Seropiane= would. indeed “be a big. under 
{aking, and while doubtless the Germans 
have been sending over more men following 
their original attempt on Tuesday the chances 
are that they have not sent over more men 
than the troops in Crete can conveniently 
handle. That is why Mr, Churchill was able 
to announce in the House of Commons that 
the situation was. well in hand. It was 
typical of the unclean’ methods with which 
the Germans have consistently conducted this 
war that tho first detachments should: have 
heen wearing the uniforms of New Zealand 
troops. The trick was obviously adopted for 
the purpose of deceiving the defenders of 
CCreie which number amongst them men from 
that Dominion, but there is nothing in the 
news to auggest that the ruse met with any 
‘success at all. 

OF the importance of Crete to. both sides| 
there canbe not the slightest doubt. -Athwart 
the route to Syria, Crete is a valuable posi- 
tion for the “British as a defence of their 
forces ‘in Palestine and Iraq, while, if Ger- 
many were able to socure control of it, 
domination of the costern Mediterranean 
would necessarily follow.

In the guerilla warfare which is expected, 
it may be taken for granted that the, haréy 
Gretans will give @ good account of ‘them 
felves"and the lot of, many German para- 
chutiste is Ukely to be very bad. That they 
will fight desperately goes without saying, 
for men disguised in uniforms of their enemy 
can be treated as spies, and Great Britain 
early in the war, together with France, 
declared that such treatment would be meted 
out if necessary. ‘Tho men who are thus being 
landed are on what is no more than a suicidal 
errand. Other purposes which this attack on 
Greto may serve is a5 a felnt to preoseupy 
Brilish troops ‘while the Nazis prepare 2 
coup elsewhere, while the possibility of it 
being a dress rehearsal in preparing for the 
long-expected invasion of. the British Isles 
cannot bo entirely disregarded. 

TE the last possiblity is indeed the case, 
it can safely be sala that if it Is-a rehearsal 
for German benefit there are also advantazes 
in it for the British, for not only are they| 
receiving an object-lesson in the manner in 
which such attacks are carsied out, but they 
are also afforded the opportunity of testing 
their own plans of defence against para~ 
chuists and. glider-carried troops. Thus as 
the British leamed Germany's methods with 
mechanized troops on the Continent and have 
been able to devise adequate: means of re- 
sistance in northern Africa, so are they now 
having an’ oppostunily of Yearning the 
technique of invasion by air. Tt is “rue 
that they had some experience in dealing 
with: parachutists during the eampaign in 
France, but not on the seale which is now: 
boeing seen in. Crete, and. tho chances are 
that the experience gained. will prove valu- 
able in the defence of the British Isles. The 
event may have an even greater significance, 
for it'the Allies can deal successfully with 
this form of warfare in Crete there is 
distinct possibilty that Hitler will be more 
‘than a little reluctant’ to embark upon the 
much ‘greater adventure of attacking Great 
Britain, ‘The happenings of the next few 
days will, therefore, So watched with the 
ireateat interest, for mush depends upon the

‘Syria are not French in fact, owing to Syria 
merely being under a French mandate, and 
it has yet to be shown that Article 18'con- 
ferting upon German and Italy the right to 
use the aerodromes in French mandated 
territory. Were Syria a French possession, 
which it is not, the argument which Mf. 
Haye has advanced might hold water, but) 
while it would only serve to justify what 
France is doing Great Britain is in no way 
privy to the contract and undoubtedly has 
the right to attack German seroplanes in 
Syria or any. other place for that matter 
where the sovereign power has departed 
froin. strict neutrality in such a_ manner, 
whether voluntarily or under duress. G¢ 
man aeroplanes gain. no. immunity from 
bombing in actual French territory, and can’ 
expect to gain none in French’ mandated! 

‘Mr. Cordell Hull, U.S. Secretary of Stato, 
is reported to have told M. Haye that he 
considers that France has gone beyond the 
terms of the armistice with Germany by 
permitting German planes to use Syrian 
fields, and there cannot be the slightest 
doubt that the decision of the United: 
States’ Govesrment is in the circumstances 
the only correct one. ~ Greek aerodromes 
from which German ‘machines have been 
carrying out their raids in the Mediterranean. 
Ihave been repeatedly attacked by the British 
‘with the full understanding of the Greek 
Government and people. They have not| 
claimed any immunity for they realize that 
the enemy must be dealt with, and if it is 
necessary to bomb the aerodromes in Greece 
it will be done in the future as it has al- 
ready in the past. 

‘Thus in occupied France, Belgium, Holland 
and Greece enemy machines are altacked by’ 
Briish aeroplanes. It may be argued that 
the last three nations are continuing the 
struggle, whereas France is not. That is an. 
extremely poor argument. Great Britain’ 
certainly cannot allow herself to be hampered. 
bby- engagements which the French have made 
to her enemy in her surrender. ‘That would 
be to place limitations upon her scope of 
action which would be ridiculous in such 
times as these, and would confer advantages 
upon the enemy. ‘The course which the| 
British must follow is quite clear, If the: 
[Germans seek to take advantage of the alr- 
flelds in Syria, those airfields must be bombed, 
‘and enemy machines destroyed. ‘The French 
cannot have their cake and cat it. ‘They 
cannot seek on the one hand to maintain ail 
the rights of a very precarious neutrality, 
‘and yet give direct assistance to the enemy) 
fn this matter on the other. Nevertheless, 
it ts impossible not to sympathize with France 
in her parlous condition, but the best means 
of demonstrating that sympathy is by pro- 
seeuting the war with such vigour that she’ 
may as quickly as possible be released from 
the bondage which has been imposed upon 
her. 














STRANGE SUGGESTION 
May 23. 

Mr. C. R. Attlee, Lord Privy Seal, made 
short work in dealing with a question in the 
House of Commons on Wednesday, when he! 
gave a laconic “No” to a question suggesting 
that Great Britain should treat with Ger- 
many for mutual restriction of night bomb- 
ing. It was suggested by the questioner that) 
Great Britain might make direct, or indirect 
proposals to that end, and he drew atten- 
tion to appeals by such people as the Bishops 
of Chichester and Bristol, Mr. George 
Bernard Shaw, and Professor Gilbert Murray 
‘of Oxford University. As another member 
remarked it was unfortunate that such a 
proposal. should be made ‘just when we are’ 
gelling on top of Germany.” ‘There is much 
fo be said for Mr, Attlee’s final remark that 
it was not practicable to think that it was 
possible to come {0 any agreement with 
Germany, for it is unthinkable that Germany 
‘would consent to alter her inhuman methods, 
or that if she did she would honour such 
‘an obligation any longer than it suited 
Hitler. 

Tt is probably only a coincidence but much 
support is to be found for the altitude of 
the British Government in this matter in a 
speech made by Goebbels addressing air-raid 
precaution workers from all parts of Ger- 
‘many. He confessed that while there were 
districts in Germany which had been spared 
from enemy raids, some had had to stand 
fairly heavy blows, and others even heavier. 
The British have known that for a con- 
siderable time past. The damage which has 
been done {o° Germany's war potential is 
known {0 be enormous, and is confidently 
expected to grow as the RAF. increases in 
‘strength. Practically all parts of Germany 
‘are now accessible to British aeroplanes and 








come possible. It is quite understandable 
why some:people in Britain should be moved 
by the manner In which thousands of civi- 
Hans have been killed and many historic 
monuments destroyed, but their emotion 
should not be allowed to sway the Govern- 
ment in its determination to prosecute this 
war resolutely and with complete relentless- 
ness. ‘The time for sentiment is long past 
and there must be done to Germany every- 
thing that Hitler’s air foree has been doing 
to Great Britain, 

‘More particularly is such a question as this 
inopportune when it is realized that the sub- 
stantial increase in the number of enemy 
‘aeroplanes shot down up to the present this 
month indicates that some progress has 
already been made in dealing with night 
raiders, Much has still to be done, but there 
hhas been such: an improvement’ in “night 
fAghting technique that hopes expressed some 
months ago, that the” menace would be 
ultimately effectively dealt with, seem now 
fon the way to fulfilment. In any event 
there has been less night activily over Great 
Britain since the striking increase in. the 
damage inflicted upon the German air force 
at night became known. That may to some 
‘extent be explained by German preoccupa~ 
ficn elsewhere, but it is nevertheless a fact 
that the RAF. is showing increased ability 
to deal with the night raiders of the enemy, 

‘Where the questioner in the House of 
Commons was wrong in making the sugges- , 
ion he did was that he apparently believed 
that it would be possible to dissuade the 
Nazis to cease wallowing in their obscene 
brutality, and endeavour to conduct the war 
with some degree of decency which is 
utterly foreign to them. It must always be 
remembered that the underlying philosophy 
of the German methods of making war is 
terrorism, Endeavours have been made to 
show that this in the Jong run was humane 
as tending to shorten the struggle, but that 
argument has been proved to be ‘wrong in 
China, in Spain and now Great Britain, 
Nevertheless German military thought atill 
lings fondly to the idea that a people's 
‘moral can be beaten down by such terrorism, 
and to suggest to the enemy any limitation 
of their much cherished brutality would be 
to ask them to do something which they 
simply are unable to understand. ‘They have 
gone all out for total war and the only way 
of convineing them of thelr folly is by giving 
them precisely the sort of war they have 
invented. 








A HORRID IDEA 
May 23. 

Quite a novel proposal was made some 
weeks ago in the House of Commons to the 
effect that substantial quantities of food can 
‘be swept up from the Atlantic under the 
very noses of Hitler's U-boats. Sir John 
Graham Kerr (Scottish Universities) asked 
the Food Ministry Parliamentary Secretary 
to appoint a committee to investigate the 
practicability of large-scale collection of 
plankton from the sen by mechanical separat- 
ors. Plankton, it may be remarked, is the 
scientific name given to drifting and usually 
microscopic organisms in the sen, lakes 
ponds and streams. Sir John who’ is one 
of the world’s leading 7oologists, states that 
large areas of the sca off the’ west const 
‘of Scotland are richly charged with plank- 
ton, and small-scale experiments havo shown 
that this substance can be converted into 
nourishing food. Big advances, he claimed, 
had been made in the knowledge of plank- 
ton at the marine laboratory at Miliport and 
hho suggested thet the committee he wanted 
should be equipped with the necessary 
biological and engineering qualifications for 
the fob. 

Plankton in one iurm or another is the 
food of whales and smaller sea creatures, 
and the argument seems to be that what 
nourishes a whale must necessarily nourish 
humanity, Nevertheless, to quote Queen 
Victoria “we are not amused.” If setentists 
have their way, mankind will probably be 
given bits of compressed plankton instead 
of the delectable fish and chips. Obviously 
naturalists will be interested in stich a scheme 
as this, ‘The use of the world’s smallest 
creatures in the sea in stich a manner, short 
circuiting nature's ordinary processes of that 
sea change which eventually tums plankton 
‘and such like stuff into say a herring has 
about it a certain fascination, but obviously 
the thing’‘can be carried too far. ‘The strict 
Jogician arguing along the lines of analogy, 
will ask why is it necessary to cultivate 
birds and cattle and stich-like, for if the 
ordinary earthworm suffices for ‘the nourish- 
ment of birds, why not go back (o the origin 
of things and find out what the worm lives 
‘on, compress it, touch it up with a iittle 
vanilla flavouring and do away with a great 
deal of unnecessary labour. 

‘Then again, take cattle, Why worry about 
thom? Why not merely treat grass, and bean- 
cake and the like, making them palatable, 
cutting out all this farming business and 
gelting right down to origins? It becomes 
‘apparent that Sir John has opened up a 
Vista hideous with possibilities. Not only 
would fish and chips have fo go, but the 
noble sirloin of beef, the succulent cutlet and 
the pork chop would all become things of

Social intercourse will 
disappear, for what sort of dinner party 
‘would it be when a series of small and easily 
disposed-of pillules represent all that for 
which gleaming cutlery and fine napery form 
such Aiting accompaniments. ‘The finer art 
of cating will disappear, the gourmet will be 
wasted upon the world, though doubtless 
there will be one benefit in the extinction of 
‘the glutton. It is simply impossible to “glut” 
‘on a tabloid and a glass of water. But*it 
‘would mean the use of many gorgeous words 
in ordinary gastronomic conversation, Fancy 
having to decide whether one would indulge 
in a little hypobenthos for breakfast, some 
cpiplankton for lunch, a spot of mesoplank- 
ton for tea and a supper rounded off with a 
itKle mesobenthos !

‘VICHY WARNED 
May 24. 


‘The warning which Mr, Anthony Eden 
ave the Vichy Government if the House of 
Commons on Thursday was not only timely 
but fully expected. Out of the'mass of con 
tradictory. statements with which Marshal 
Petain’s government has sought to explain 
away. further surrender to Germany's 
demands, emerges one plain  fact,—that| 
France {3 now committed to giving Germany 
every assistance short of actually entering 
the war on her side, though even that may 
ultimately occur. Growing suspicions that| 
France has been giving considerable ald to 
Germany calculated to diminish the effects 
of the blockade have been confirmed. Within 
Six. weeks well over 100,000 tons of war 
material, wool and fruit have been handed 
over to’ the Germans, while at the Paris 
Fair, M. Bouthillier, ‘Secretary of French 
National Economy admitted that‘one-quarter 
of the French electrical and mechanical in- 
dustries was working for the Germans. What 
Is really happening is that the Germans are 
using Unoceupled France as an arsenal, 
hhoping that it will remain safe from British 
attentions, and consequently more valuable 
than those Industrial regions in Germany 
which the R.A. has been battering so 
effectively. 

Tt Is typical of the Germans to shelter 
Dehind the skirts of a defeated enemy, but 
‘Mr. Eden has.made it quite plain that this 
cannot be allowed to continue indefinitely. 
"rt" he declared, “the Vichy Government in| 
pursuance of their declared polley of colla- 
oration with the enemy take an action or 
permit an action detrimental to our conduct 
of war, oF designed to assist the enemy's war 
cffort, we shall naturally hold ourselves free! 
fo allack the enemy wherever he may be 
found, and we shall no longer feel bound| 
to draw any distinction between occupied| 
and unoccupied territories in the execution 
of our military plans." Nothing could be! 
Tore forthright, and in the cireumstances| 
hothing could represent a sounder policy, 

Marshal Pelain has ‘claimed that he has 
been following a policy consistent with the 
ational honour of France. ‘That is denied 
by British and American authorities, and it 
is doubtful whether any Frenchmen of 
honour would endeavour to support such an 
argument. ‘The present collaboration be- 
tween the Vichy Government and Germany’ 
reeks with dishonour, amounting to a 
betrayal not only of a'former Ally but of} 
the best interests of France whose only hope! 
for the future is an Allied victory over the 
Germans, Nothing has been divulged as to 
the promises Hitler has given Marshal Petain| 
in exchange for this inereased cooperation. 
‘A. mere 100,000 prisoners of war, out, of| 
4,800,000 are’ to be allowed to return to| 
their homes, but beyond that nothing

Tt was inevitable in the| 
ight of all the facts that this should be| 
the case, and it is now very apparent. that 
Marshal ‘Petain is robbing his countrymen of| 
any claim to consideration by the ‘adoption! 
of a policy which,. whether they want. it 
‘or not, is, ranging them on. the side of: the| 
enemies “of democracy. Layal Frenchmen! 
will realize that there 1s not one Briton who! 
would not feel pain in his heart if Marshal 
Petain by continuance of his present policies 
forced the British Government to take ex- 
treme decisions, but if France is to be con-| 
verted into a safe asylum for the production 
of war material for Germany steps will have| 
to be taken to stop it no matter the grief] 
it would eause. 











THE PAST WEEK 
May 26. 

The big feature of the past week was 
the air “attack upon Crete which is still 
continuing. It came as no surprise to the 
British command on the island, and when 
it commenced the Greeks and Imperial 
forces were able to take matters well in| 
hand. The enemy secured some success at 
first, but the latest reports indicate thi 
with the exception of the aerodrome at) 
‘Maleme the situation has been brought under 
control and that most of the enemy's 
initial successes have now been nullified. 
‘There has been no lull in the fighting and 
the Germans are apparently bent on throw- 
ing as many men into the island as they 
may deem necessary to capture it, .They 
‘appear to be following their usual policy 
of recklessly sacrificing men, and it ap- 
pears that if they do succeed in establish- 
ing themselves on the island, which atthe 
present moment appears to be by no means 
certain, they will have done so ‘at an| 
enormous cost. ‘This is all the more in- 
teresting becatise the capture ‘of Crete 
would not of itself be decisive in the 
Mediterranean, though the task of the 
British Navy in the eastern part of that, 
sea would be made all the more difficult 
and risky. 

It may be anticipated that the Germans 
‘will continuesto land men in Crete at least) 
for some time to come, for any admission’ 
of defeat at this juncture would be a sad 
blow to them, disproving the legend of 
German invincibility on the one hand, and| 
damaging enemy moral on the other, -It 
is to be noted that the Italians claim to 
have sunk many British war vessels none 
of which has up to the present been ad-| 
mitted by the British Admiralty, In this 
connection it may be remarked that the 
Italians have ‘claimed to have sunk so 
many British naval vessels in the Medi- 
terranean that the wonder is that they have 








the hardihood to claim any more, for it 
their stories were true the British fleet in| 
the Mediterranean would have been sunk 
several times over. And that, it must be 








remembered, has -already “been achieved by 
the Germans, according to Dr. G8ebbels’ 
fantastic ‘claims, oe 
‘The’ most tragie announcement of the \*:.; 
‘week was that of the loss of HLM.S, Hood. 
off Greenland. Britain's largest "battle! 
eruiser recolved an unlucky hit on. the , 
magazine, which exploded, sinking the 
vessel and carrying most of ‘the crew to 
death as she went down. ‘The loss ts, un- 
doubtedly an imposing one though it should 
be borne in mind that, there: still remain 
afloat ten battleships carrying. the same 
main armament as the’ Hood, namely elght 
bin. guns. ‘The strength of ‘the British 
Navy in capital vessels 1s not greatly affect- 
ed by the sinking of the’ Hood, for it 
hhas been reinforced since: the’ war started 
by the commissioning of the King George V 
lass so that the navy is much stronger 
now than tt was at the tommencement, of 
hostilities. ‘The real tragedy of the, loss’ ts 
in the deaths of so many ‘trained men in. 
the crew. In this connection it is, to be 
hoted that the \Admiralty announced , the 
Joss with a. minimuni of delay, .and, ‘when 
this fact is taken into consideration, the 
claims by the enemy of other -damage 
alleged to have been “inflicted upon the 
British “fleet. fall into their correct ; 
perspective. . For one vessel destroyed. in’ 
action the enemy sinks dozens on. paper, : 
In Libya the British and: Allied troops 
have been holding their own ’satistactor- 
fly, and substantial damage’ has: been inflict- 
ed’ upon the enemy whose attempts "to 
capture Halfaya Pass hive been ‘frustrated 
with considerable loss.

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AN EMPIRE ARSENAL 


4 May 27. 

‘The wisdom of those who foresaw carly 
in the war the need for turning India into 
an Empire arsenal is now bearing fruit, 
‘Weapons of all kinds except the heaviest, 
munitions, clothes and textiles “are being 
turned out in quantities which are growing 
every week as new factories open up and 
workers are trained. Markets which were 
once supplied by Japan are now being sup- 
plied from India. “Most of these markets arc 
within the sterling bloc, around which a 
barrier of exchange regulations has been 
raised which makes extensive purchases out- 
‘side of it next door to impossible. ‘Thus In- 
ia is gaining an advantage which will prob- 
ably have a permanent benefit upon her in- 
ternal: economy, once this war is won. For 
India’s chief trouble has always been poverty. 


Port Sudan in the west and Hongkong in the 
cast, this handicap of poverty should gradu- 
ally’ be overcome, and a new era of prosper- 
lity should dawn’for the three hundred and 
Atty millions. of India’s inhabitants. In the 
‘meantime the contribution which is being 
miade to the general war effort of the British 
Commonwealth is increasing. Should the 
Germans succeed in ‘attaining their aim of 
closing the eastern Mediterranean—a her- 
culean task upon which they have now 
embarked, but in which they have met only 
slight success so far—India's position as a 
centre of supply would be invaluable. 

It Js not only in the matter of supplies 
that India's contribution has proved so valu- 
able, Men have been given freely for the 
good of the cause, and that right trom the 
beginning of the struggle. It will not be 
forgotten that among the troops evacuated in 
the retreat to Dunkirk were an Indian trans- 
port corps, who were heart-broken because 
they were unable to evacuate their extremely 
tough and reliable little mules along with 
them, This corps had been in France for 
some’ months before the German invasion of 
Holland and Belgium precipitated the col- 
Inpse of Allied resistance on that part of the 
Continent. Indian troops were among those 
who made the Italian advance and capture 
of British Somaliland a costly business for 
50 useless a gain. And it seems to be only 
right that the same Indians should 
art in the recapture of Bert 
ot that colony, when the th 
British fo advance in their turn 
Italians. In the later fighting, Indian troops 
‘showed conspicuous gallantry in the opening 
drive on Sidi Barrani, which was 
head of" the great atiack made by Genera 
‘Wavell and which carried the Imperial forces 
beyond Benghazi. After this attack the In- 
dians wore sent to the frontier of Abyssinia, 
where they took part splendidly in the cap- 
ture of Kassala, and the subsequent advance 
into Eritrea which culminated in the great 
victory of Keren. Throughout all these 
operations Indian troops have covered them- 

Ives with glory. 

‘The attempts of the egregious Mussolinl 
to win support from the Moslems of India and 
Asia Minor by his proclamation of himself 
as the “Defender of Islam” have drawn from 
the Indians: only cynical smiles. And the 
much more skilful efforts of the Nazis to sow 
dissensions in Iraq, which met with a tempor 
ary success in the coup staged by Raschid 
All and interference by these Iraqi rébels 
‘with the Mosul ofl fields, have resulted in a 
chorus of denunciation from Indian leaders 
of ‘all religions and races. ‘Though there are 
differences of opinion on the Indian home 
front over the Empire's decision to postpone 
‘action on independence until the war has 
‘been won, the overwhelming majority of the 
people realise that the freedom they enjoy 
today is preferable to the certain slavery 
they would have to endure were Naziism to 
be victorious. ‘The Indian soldier is fighting, 
the Indian navy is patrolling the seas, work~ 
cers in every type of factory are putting out 
the utmost possible, not only in loyalty to 
the King-Emperor, but also because the Nazis 
have made it’plain in their"propaganda and 
in the speeches’ of thelr hot-heads that the 
peoples of the world need expect no con- 
sideration from them, should they succeed in 
realising thelr dream of world empire. 
‘Shanghai has an intimate stake in India’s 
war effort, it is proud to know, since Britons 
for the fighting forces and for the technical 
services have been bridging the distance be- 
tween this city and Calcutta, to “do their 
bit" at the side of their Indian fellow- 
subjécts.

gratifying sum of “£120,041,000 having been 
raised, or an average of £21 a head of the 
population, which through evacuation, ete, 
has been reduced to about 6,000,000. Since 
the war started there have been numerous 
funds operating for one object or another 
and the results in all cases have been re- 
markable. ‘The Lord Mayor of London's 
Fund has reached well into the millions, 
large sums have been subscribed for the 
purchase of aeroplanes, while in other fields 
charity has been evidenced on a wholly un= 
precedented scale. 

‘The voluntary” and compulsory contribu 
tions which Britons at home are making 
towards prosecuting this war to victory, is 
2 sufficient demonstration of the manner in 
which people, running daily and nightly 
risks of thelr lives, dig deeper and ever 
Geeper into thelr’ pockets as demands con- 
tinue to be made upon them. They do not 
consider it sulficient that they should be 
Siving of their blood, their toll, thelr sweat 
and their tears, but they give freely of their 
money in a manner whigh surpasses any- 
thing seen in the last war. In every possible 
way they are proving to the world the reality 
‘of their loyally to the principles for which 
they are fighting, and no sncrifice «is too 
‘reat in the cause of victory. 

‘This journal has done what it could to 
further the efforis of those ‘conducting the 
Central British War Fund, the Voluntary War 
Contribution Fund and the Shanghai War 
Savings Association, often, perhaps, at the 
risk of boring its readers. Sut so splendid 
are the resulls achieved in Great Britain, 
by those already giving so much in ways 
which Britons in China cannot give, that 
the question naturally arises in the light of 
such reports as that quoted above as to 
whether Britons here are doing everything 
they possibly can. That question in no way 
Aisparages what has been achieved up to 
the present, for it has been good and has

Whether as a result of the recent 
Peace and security Intensification 


Jcampaign or whether, 08 Is more 
iikely. as a result of certain financial 
negotiations. the famous spring fair 
jand pilgrimage at Miaofengshan 
(Mysterious Peak Mountain) in the 
Western -Hills. was held again this 
year, after an interruption of three 
years. TE was, however. but a shadow 
‘of its former self, as the number of 
‘visitors was very ‘small compared to 
former times. ‘Then, too. only. one, 
of-the large group ‘of temples still 
remains undamaged. the others hav- 

‘by ‘bombing 
in the early days of the hostilities 
Jn, novth China. 

‘Up to quite reeéntly the so-called 
“Reds” of the Eighth. Rowe Army 
had held Misofengshan. Even now 
the Japanese have not occupied the 
peak itself. which remains a kind of 
Eneutral” territory. ‘Thelr posts have 
not been advanced beyond the foot 

the eastern slopes of the hills. 
while the Reds still “occupy the 
‘western slopes. It" looks, therefore. 
‘very much as if for a “consideration” 
the latter had withdrawn temporarily 
from Miaofengshan. in order to allow 
‘the fair to be, held in peace. 


Fair Easily Reached 

This fair is well-known to foreign 
residents in Peiping, who used 10 
visit it In large numbers. because it 
fs fairly ensily accessible and can be 
done in one day: One con get by 
fear {0 the foot of the hills, and froin 
there it is q climb of nder four 
hours. elther on one’s feet or ina 
choir, to the temples at the top. In. 
former times the route to the top 
‘wos very picturesque and animated, 
with a continuous stream of pilgrims 
Jascending and descending; the latter 
wearing coloured ribbons in theic 
hats or red plush decorations on 
their Jackets, as proof that they had 
performed the pilgrimage. 

‘The chief. and more serious. pur- 
pose of the pilgrimage. as distinct 
from the general fun of the falr, was 
‘to burn Incense before the Goddess 
of Merey.” Kuan Yin, whose main 
funetions—at any rate at this parti- 
jcular temple—were to cure certain 
‘Giseases and to send children to the 
childtess. 

‘Another great feature of the fair 
were ‘the village musical” societies 
thut Is the only way I can describe 
them—who, combining art and plea~ 
sure, make the pilgrimage. giving 
musical performances at the innumer- 
fable fea-houses erected on the various 
routes. and, of course, at Miaofeng- 
‘shan itself. 


Musical Instruments Taken 


‘These rocieties form companies of 
‘9 dozen ‘men or so wearing yellow 
Jackets ‘and bearing slung on carry- 
ing-potes round bamboo boxes. which, 
[contain thelr food for the trip—a most 
important item—and their musical in~ 
‘struments. The boxes are decorated 
with small - yellow flags and hung 
with dozens of small bells. which sot 
up a musical Jingle, at least to, Chi 
ese ears, which can be heard a long. 
Way off ns the bearers jog-trot along. 
Tn the old days these picturesque 
ind noléy bands were a common 
Sight ‘in Peiping about this time, os 
they made their way to and from 
ale eet 

‘And the passage of the jangling 
Jyells would remind many a shop or 
other employee of a sick parent. to 
visit, whom’ a couple of days’ leave 
of absence was essential. For these 
fairs are in the blood of the Chinese. 
Like ‘most peoples. they love to get 
together in a great crowd. to stare 
Jond be stared at. And that is really 
{the chief attraction. ‘Therefore, it can 
be safely predicted that. if and when 
north China returns to’ normal, with 
Jor without the “help of the “new 
order.” the temples at Minofengshan 
fare likely to be rebuilt and the pil- 
‘grlmage restored (o its former glory. 
1nd to continue so. 


Another Interesting Temple 


While T am speaking about burned 
temples. T might mention another in- 
teresting temple in the nearer Wes- 
{tern Hills. that has suffered the same 
{fate as the temples of Miaofengshan, 
in the course of the fighting. . This 
ig Tientaishan. better known to. for- 
Jeigners ag tho Mummy Temple. 

Tt got this name from the gilded 
‘dol. a seated figure, which was sup- 
posed to be the mummy of the first 
Manchu Emperor Shun Chih who, 
aecording {0 legend, Is said not to 
have died in the year. when he is 
officially reported to have died, but 
to have abdicated and become a 
inonk in a temple in the Western 
Hills. 

‘There does not seem to be any 
eal evidence for the legend and. 
whether the idol was or was not a 
keness of the emperor. it most cer~ 
tainly was not his mummy. In the 
first ‘place, allowing for ali possible 
shrinkage, the figure was much too 
fsmall for’ that of a full-grown man. 
and anyhow. on repeated occasions 
when the priests were not looking. 
T have tapped it and felt it. and. it

‘Terrorists struck again in the Inter- 
national Settlement yesterday after- 
noon when Mr. Zau Kung-foo, a 
member of the Gold Bar Exchange at 
429 Kiuklang Road. was shot and 
killed” by two. men. One of the 
assassins was arrested by the police 
‘shortly after the shooting, while the 
other managed to escape. ‘The victim 
was immediately taken to the Lester

It was learned that the deceased, 
who was a resident of the French 
Concession, was leaving the exchange 
when the ‘two men, lurking in the 
vicinity, opened fire’ at him, wound- 
ing him in the head. The shots were 
Believed to have been shot through 
a motor ear, which was parked near 
the building at that time. It could 
not be ascertained, however, just how 
many shots were fired’ ‘by the 
assassins. is 

‘Watehman Fires 

Immediately after the shooting, a 
Chinese police watchman of the Ex~ 
change fired two shots at the fleeing 
‘assassins, but falled to hit the mark. 
‘The shooting, however, attracted the 
attention of policemen on duty at the 
‘corner ofKiukiang and Shanse Road, 
who went after the gunman and suc- 
ceeded in arresting one of them. An 
alarm was put through to. Police 
Headquarters and a party from the 
Central station attended, but although 
a thorough search: of the area was 
made, no traces of the other man 
could’ be found. 

‘Although no conerete confirmation 
could be obtained elther from Police 
Headquarters or from the detectives 
investigating the case, it was believed 
that the murder had been committed 
‘on political grounds, since it is known 
that the Gold Bar Exchange is now a 
Nanking sponsored establishment. 
‘The deceased, who “was about 30 
years of age, was also believed to

Since Christianity is a religion of 
sacrifice by blood, I infer of course 
that the writer condemns It equally 
with Judaism as bloodthirsty and 
reverting back to savagery.

Suppose a man were to 
die a revoliing death asthe means, 
of rescuing your correspondent? 
‘Would, therefore, Mn. Sowznsy's| 
mind, be constantly. gloating on. the| 
other's pain and agony? I think not. 
but rather there would be deep| 
thankfulness and gratitude for the 
sacrifice.

How About Rickshaws ? 


To the Editor of the 
“Normi-Cina Dany News” 
Sm—I have resided in the East 
since 1920 and have spent a good 
many years in Shanghai. Conse 
quently I have had a good opport- 
unity to follow the immense growth 
of the trafic here. It certainly 
must be on enormous task the 
various ‘Traffic Departments have on 
their hands, and the work of their 
executive staffs is not easy and far 
from being pleasant. 

During all these years T have been. 
living here I cannot recollect, how- 
‘ever, that a wholehearted attempt 
hhas ‘ever been made here in order 
to enforce a better control over the 
rickshaw trafic. As a matter of 
fack it seems that things are gradual~ 
ly going from bad to worse in that 
respect. In my opinion it is ab- 

nee of proper control of the 
iekshaw traffic which is the great~ 
est drawback to the present traffic 
system in Shanghal. Permit me to 
ask a few questions: Why are there 
so few public stands for rickshaws 
here?’ Why {sa rickshaw puller 
allowed to roam about whenever 
and wherever it pleases him in| 
search for passengers? One see them 
everywhere: they park thelr vehicles 
in the most odd places, rush across) 
the street whenever they feel in- 
clined to do so and without taking’ 
any heed to the direction of the’ 
trame; they take-over little, and in 
many cases no notice, of red trame 
lights and the most’ extraordinary 
thing {s that in most cases they 
seem to get away with it, And here 
T come to a very important “why” 
namely: why does the Traffie Au~ 
thorities not make any attempt to 
effect a better control. over the 
rickshaw traffle? I shall now let 
you in on a secret: T have been 
informed from a very good source 
‘that the Authorities concerned at 














matters because by allowing the 
rickshaw pullers to have it more oF 
less their own way: the traffic In 
Keneral is considerably slowed down: 
should a steleter control be en 
forced over the rickshaw trafic, 30 
it is argued, a ‘10 to 15 per cont. 
Increase of ‘trame accidents would 
be the result. So apparently for the 
sake of “safety first” the tramMe has 
been left more or less to regulate 
llself and the regulators are the roam- 

about, rickshaw pullers! But 
rely it cannot be correct to hold 
ha view in the modern time 
we are living in, a view which in 
my opinion constitutes a policy of 
defeat and in addition has a very. 
Aecided taste of “muddle through?” 

‘Our aim should be to speed-up 
the traffic and at the same time, of 
course, not losing sight of the 
safety factor. “A stricter control of 
the traffic in general would seem to 
ead to such ‘a resull. Tt may. be, 
argued that the present Trame Police 
Foree is far too small to cope with 
the situation. “Well, if this is so it 
should ‘be ‘enlarged. This would 
naturally cost money whieh is not 
so easily forthcoming these days. 
But perhaps savings could be offect- 
ed elsewhere: Tam very fond In 
deed of the excellent » Municipal 
Orchestra we have here and would 
surely feel very sorry should it be 
compelled to go. However, I can- 
not help thinking that it would be 
‘of more beneft to the general public 
it the large amount now "spent 
yearly for the upkeep of this or~ 
‘chestra instead was utilized for a 
‘more urgent purpose—In this instance 
for the creation of additional forces 
for the Traffle Department, 

May T suggest that experts of the 
varlous ‘Traffic Departments in 
Shanghai put their heads together 
‘and make-a careful study of the 
various traMe problems which we 
are now confronted with here to be 
followed in due course with recom- 
mendations for an up-to-date ‘Trafic 
Law? And when this new Trafle 
Law (which “should take the place 
of the antiquated Law which is now 
in existence) has been approved by 
the Authorities concerned steps 
should be taken fo ensure that the

“I didn’t even touch a hair on her 
head” declared Mrs. Cecilia Connell, 
British subject, before the Registrar, 
Mr. C. H. Haines, in HM, Police 
Court "yesterday when charged with 
Assault and battery on her Iandlady, 
Mrs. Alexander “Gegiya, “Russian, of 
}344 Route Bourgeat, on May 10. Mrs. 
JConneli was convieted of striking Mrs. 
Gegiya with a piece of wood, con- 
trary to common law. She was 
bound over in her own recognizances 
in the sum’ of $100 to be of good be- 
haviour for six months. 

‘After pleading not guilty to the 
charge, Mrs, Connell ‘labelled the 
‘whole affair a “pack of falsehoods.” 
‘Mr, B: T. Maitland for the complainant 
sald he was not claiming that his 
client had been ‘the victim of a 
angerous or serious assault, but as 
a result of it Mrs. Gegiya had been 
suffering from a strain of very severe 
nerves. “As the owner and licence of 
1a boarding house he added, she could 
‘ot have the troubles she experienced 
at her place, which if allowed to con- 
‘tinue might affect her li¢ence. Coun- 
sel sald he would ask for defendant 
to be bount! over and ordered to 
cease Interfering in any way with 
complainant's business. 

Outlining his case Mr.” Maitland 
went on to say that on the day. cou 
cerned Mrs. Gegiya was standing in 
‘the hall of her house when defendant 
‘went into her room with two foreign 
dressed Chinese, not known to com- 
plainant, who after a few minutes 
kenocked' at the door of defendant's 
room to enquire who they were and 
What they. were doing as she felt that 
she had. to keep a supervision over 
‘the people living at her place. Soon 
after the two Chinese came out and 
‘went away, counsel continued, 
Towed by defendant who appeared 
bbe very angry and struck complainant 
‘on the body with a plece of wood. 
‘Other people in the place intervened. 

Complainant gave avidence bearing 
out what counsel sald and was fol- 
lowed Into the witness-box by Mr. 
‘Nicolai Slatkovsky, a house contractor 
Jwho sald he saw defendant strike 
Mrs. Gegiya a blow with a stiek on 
the right of her neck. 

“T want to ask him af this is the 
same stick he used to beat up Mrs. 
‘Nicholas, a British subject, “two 
months ago?” Mrs, Connell enquired 
when asked if she had any questions: 
to put to witness in eross-examina- 
tion. Witness replied to the question 
in the negative, when Mrs. Connell 
followed up her first question by 
asking if he was not-an intimate 
friend of complainant. “At this stage 
/Mr. Haines intervened by asking Mrs. 
Connell whether she had sufficient 
proofs to make all these suggestions. 
He suggested that she confine herself 
to questions or suggestions which she 
‘would be able to prove. 

Mrs. Connell, giving evidence in 
her own defence, said the incident 
‘occurred on May 8, not the tenth as 
alleged. She accused Mrs. Gegiya of 
Pushing the two Chinese out of the 
hall. “One of them, she sala, was an 
‘old pupil of hers who managed to slip 
into her room subsequently. Com 
lainant, she said, kept on ‘arguing 
with her other visitor, finally allow:

‘By Apncmat-Sin Ltowet, PREston 


‘This-is about little ships and the big men 
who man them, I don’t mean the Navy 
proper, but small craft that only became His 
‘Majesty's when, under emergency powers, 
they. were requisitioned’ and mostly given 
guns, and a uniformed crew who hoisted the 
‘White Ensign in place of the old red duster. 

= 1 can't tell you exactly how, many of the 
kind. are requisitioned, but there are very 

‘many Hundreds, Now what sort of ships are 

. they ?- First, the heaviest subscriber Is the 
Fishing Fleet—trawlers that drag a trawl on 
the bottom for'flat fish ; drifters that dritt 
up to a mile of nets to entangle herrings ; 
‘and small motor vessels that use a seine net 
or long baited lines for such fish as. will 
oblige.

We ‘also have to find speedy rescue! 
cratt, ready to pick up any of our matchless 
airmen who may have to bale out, for the 
Navy, you must know, has the Job of satisty- 
ing the needs of both airmen and soldiers 
‘when boats in large numbers are required. 
And all this outAt of craft applies equally to 
ports abroad. It means that from small 
building yards at home in the Dominions and 
in the Colonies a steady flow of little ships 
is taking the water to replenish stocks. 

In the meantime, the shipyards “have to 
‘conserve what we have, and right well they 
are doing it, Losses often occur. ‘They will 
certainly continue and need replacement, 
New requirements daily arise, “and another 
factor or drain is that just as you and I 
cannot work 24 hours of the day, 80 ships re- 
quire spells for refit—that means: a larger 
number must be available than actually on 
duly, and the small ship.is easier to damage 
than’ the big one. Henze our needs. 

So much for the ships. And now. the 
men that man them. The officers comprise & 
sprinkling of the Merchant Service ; offices 
who did training with the Navy in peace 
time, ‘They are the R.NR,, but the needs 
of the Mercantite Marine Have taken most 
of them, ‘The handicap has been overcome 
by business and. professional men of every 
description—actors, stockbrokers, musicians, 
Journalists, farmers and men of every sort of 
Shore Job,’ even officers that served in our 

‘armies in’ France in the last war, and a 
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famous Member of Parliament and author | 
who still seems to prefer bell-bottomed trous- 
ers to a temporary commission. These are 
the R.N.V-R, a permanent force in peace 
time, now enormously increased, all men who 
had ‘learned to understand the sea in little 
yachts.

May 18—One of our most attractive flower 
ing trees ig the "Pride of India,” | (Melia 
Azedarach). This treo may be seen in many 
places in the country around Shanghat and it 
fr now producing its delieate lilac flowers in 
Brofusion. ‘The mello. is a perfest shade tree 
‘nd a single specimen planted on the lawn adds 
much tothe usefulness of the place: it is a 
Quick grower when it has become established 
although it sometimes resents being transplant. 
fed. We find that if the tree is moved when 
Small, It soon recovers and grovs rapidly to a 
fairly’ large size with an abundance of light 
fereen follage on ‘branchps spreading out like 
an umbrella. When large specimens are tra 
planted, they are liable to dic or, at any rate, 
develop unsatisfactorily. This tres remains at- 
tractive even afler the foliage has fallen: the 
yellowish seeds, as large as beads and not un 
Tike them, remain on the leafless branches all 
the winter. During the carly part of this year, 
we Kept a few trees under observations we 
could not guile understand why the seeds were 
‘not eaten by birds when they are supposed to 
bbe one of their favourite “dishes.” We had secn 
‘many-farmers placing the seeds in bamboo bird 
traps: bul we had not seen any birds actually 
caught. Pethaps we were always late on the 
[scene despite promises of cooperation from 3 
few of the people. However, there is no doubt, 
birds do like the seed especially if other food 
Ig searce. Writing of the diffculty of moving 
liege’ Mellas reminds us of the | Camphor 
(Cimmamomum Camphora) which  is_another 
treo that resents being moved when fairly large 
‘and we cannot understand why. some people 
still insist on purchasing large specimens. We 
realize that many owners of new. gardens like 
fo see large trees on their property as soon as 
possible, but we feel that smaller Camphors 
‘are more likely to develop into large specimens 
‘earlier than older trees: of course we are lucky 
sometimes, but is it worth the risk? May is) 
[supposed to be the month for transplanting Cam- 
phors; but we have seen many carefully moved

The Camphor is a quick grower, despite re- 
ports to the contrary, and one good young one 
Ie often more satisfactory than a few slder 
specimens.

{forth strong growths from the base that have 
alfained a height of over five fect the first 
year. This growth is, naturally, soft, and it may

Alraclive’ when seen at close quarters: the 
three spreading sepals are light green and the 
six petaly are also yrreon with orange bases, a 
Yery attractive combination that Is seldom séen 
Ina flower. The numerous pistils form a column 
which is surrounded by. many long stamens: 
the leaves of the Tulip’ tree are of 2 peculi 
shape, they appear to have been cut with a pair 
‘of scissors and cannot be mistaken for those 
of any olher tree. ‘The wood is flne grained, 
easily bent and used for furniture ‘making 
while the inner bark is sald to have medicinal 
properties. The Tulip tree is not the only al- 
fraction in the garden: there are flowers galore 
‘and a most charming herbaceous border in front 
‘of a wisleria-covered pergola, ‘There are some 
ne old Camphor trees that are In flower al 
present; the leaves of these trees have a most 
pleasing fragrance. We also saw more than one 
Golden’ Oriole flying around the garden as well 
fay many other birds, the place seems to bo a 
great favourite with our fo 
HC must have been thelr bath morning when we 
were there. There were numerous birds! nests 
In the garden, many with young birds peeping 
‘over the sides, but we shall leave the birds for

MERICAN action in convoying war muterials to Great Britain 
would: be “plain acts of war and unprovoked aggression" 
against Germany, Grand Admiral Erich Raeder, Commander-in- 
Chief of the German Navy, declared in an exclusive interview 


today. 

Grand Admiral Raeder declared 
that German naval forces “would be 
Justified in dealing with those con- 
traband convoys in accordance with 
the rules and laws of naval warfare, 
and would, if need be, justified in re~ 
‘sorting to arms if they are prevented 
by United States men-of-war from 
‘exercising thelr rights,” 

‘The , Commander-in-Chiet of the 
Gorman Navy: asserted that aggres- 
siveness of the so-called patrol sys~ 
tem’ “cannot be doubted, and actually 
‘constitutes support of & British ad- 
versary. 

Warning Washington against ex- 
tending this system, Grand Admiral 
Racder declared that the patrolling of 
the Atlantic by United States naval 
units has not served any defensive 
purpose, but has “constituted a new 
service in favour of the British. 

He added that a number of Ger- 
man merchant Vessels, for example 
the Columbus, have falien victims of 
this system.

Tt fg obvious from this communique 
that the German authorities are still 
harping on the idea of mass attack 
by alreraft in formation. But to Ber- 
Hners this point of outworn tacties 
which enables the authorities to claim 
the break-up of non-existent forma- 
tons must have been merely irritating. 
‘As British bombers even when they 
attack in hundreds “never fly in 
formation by night the phrase “single 
alreraft” means nothing at all. 

‘Though the German dofences can- 
not stop night bombers they must 
tbe reckoned with and crews of British 
bombers do’; not underrate | them.
